President’s Corner

good time for each of us to evaluate our 
personnel, committee functioning, and 
to look ahead to the months remaini ng in 
our term. Many of the goals we have set 
for ourselves have either been accomp- 
lished or are in the process of slipping 
away. It’s so easy to just let things con- 
tinue as they are, or we can really make 
a second effort to achieve our goals. 

Many of us are frustrated about the 
lack of follow-through by some of our 
committee chairmen. Each club presi- 
dent faces this situation, and there is 
really only one answer. As the leader of 
your club, you must confront personally 
any committee chairman who is not 
doing his job. Explain the situation and 
give him the opportunity to step aside so 
that new leadership can be chosen and 
projects of service for your community 
can be implemented. 

The middle of the Kiwanis year is an 
important time to renew our emphasis 
on membership development. Keep the 
pressure on your club to ask new men to 
join Kiwanis. As president, you will 
want to leave the presidency having 
been able to see a membership growth 
rather than a decline. 

Speaking of leaving the presidency, 
it’s time to choose your nominating 
committee and select officers for the 
year ahead. Give that nominating com- 
mittee specific guidelines to follow in 
their selection of prespective officers: 
(1) a member's understanding of 
Kiwanis; (2) a desire to serve the club in 
a position of leadership; (3) background, 
training, and personal qualities of lead- 
ership; (4) available time and the energy 
required to perform the task; (5) desire 
to accept responsibility; (6) willingness 
to work with others; (7) ability to vis- 
ualize the task; (8) the vision to accept 
his role as a part of the total club. If your 
nominating committee will insist on 
these guidelines, you will ensure your 
club of good leadership for the future.
